DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's amendment filed on February 24, 2009 was received. Claim 1 was 
amended. Claims 9-10, 17-22, and 24-25 were cancelled. 

2. The text of those sections of Tide 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be 
found in a prior Office action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The rejections under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) of Claims 1-4, 6, 9, 14-17 and 19 as being 
unpatentable over Nakagawa et al. in view of Funaoka et al. and Paronen, Claim 5 as being 
unpatentable over Nakagawa et al. in view of Funaoka et al. and Paronen in further view of 
Kim et al., Claims 12-13 as being unpatentable over Nakagawa et al. in view of Funaoka et 
al. and Paronen in further view of Suzuki et al. are withdrawn because Claim 1 was amended. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-6, 12-16, and 23 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of 
reasons for allowance: the prior art of record does not teach or suggest a microporous 
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polymer membrane being a microporous polyimide polymer membrane with the polyimide 
constituting the microporous polyimide membrane comprising at least 1 mol% of 3,3 ? - 
dihydroxy-4,4 ? -diaminobiphenyl based on a total diamine component as recited in Claim 1. 
Examiner notes that Kaneko et al. does teach a polyimide with a 3,3'-dihydroxy-4,4 ? - 
diaminobiphenyl additive; however, Examiner is persuaded by Applicant's arguments in that 
Kaneko et al. teach the polyimide for use in flexible printed boards, which is not analogous 
to the technology of polymer electrolyte membranes or electrochemical cells.
